‘HE INCREASED CITY SALARIES, 


The Gity Council has seen proper to increase 
the pay of the police from pine to twelve dol- 
lars per week—the old rate. This act will ne- 
cessitate the reduction of the force in the same 
proportion, inasmuch as the finances of the 
city Cannot maintain the present number of 
men at an increase of 25 per cent. on their 


_ former wages. There are about 125 


policemen now employed, at an expense of 
about $1,200 per week. The Comptroller's 
estimates and the appropriations are based 
upon this amount of expenditure. The coat 
must be cut to fit the eloth. It will become 
the duty of the Mayor to reduce his force to 
about 90 men. The state of the Treasury will 
not justify the retention of so large a number 
at the increased wages. 

The immediate eause of this increase of pay, 
was the raising of Recorder Wilson's ‘salary 
$1,000, and of the Marshal's $500. It was 
argued in the Council that if the Recorder's 
and Marshal's salaries were increased to the 
old figures, 80 Slwuld the wages of 
the policemen be restored to the former figures. 
This view of the matter prevailed. 

- Whether it were wise and proper to raise 
the salaries of the Recorder and Marshal at 
this time, when the Treasury is empty, and 


. the City Government is deprived of the power 


of raising revenue beyond a very limited 
amount. is questionable. It is very doubtful 
if the citizens will sanction the aet, as there is 
no immediate or urgent necessity for it. The 
increasing of these salaries will be the signal 
for all the other officers of the city to make an 
assault upon the Council for a similar increase.

COMMERCIAL. 


Wearnre axp Crors 
—Up to Sunday morning last we bad no rain to 

- speak of for four weeks, and complaints were ar- 
riving freely of the danger of the corn crop. 
Happily, oa the day meationed above, we were 
__ favered with several very refresbing showers, 
whigh extended, we learn, nearly all over the 
State, aad into Obio and Indiana. This rain, 
some think. has put the corn beyond danger; 
but the soil is still very dry, and if it is followed 
with another month of dry, hot weather, the 
crop will undoubtedly suffer. The potato crop 
has suffered very severely from the drought, 
and from the reports which reach us, there is no | 
doubt but the crop will be very light in the 
northera part ofthe State. The hay crop is very 
light allover the West, and this will prove a 
very heavy loss to the farmers, who will proba- 
bly have to make up the deficiency out of other 
crops, usually seut to market. The spring 
wheat is nearly all cut and safely cared for. 
The quality is said to be very fine, but the yield 
is light. Several car-loads have been brought to 
this city and sold at 90@95e; some of which fully
